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THE FIELD. 


The following indicates the vastness of the 
field which the College Department of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association seeks to 
cultivate. 

350 colleges with over 60,000 students, 
50,000 of whom are young men; 250 normal 
schools with 50,000 students, half of whom 
are young men; 150 medical colleges with 
15,000 students ; 50 law colleges with 3,000 
students; 200 commercial with 45,000 stu- 
dents. 

A large number of higher academies r°gard- 
ing which it is difficult to obtain statistics. 

Altogether over 1,000 institutions with fully 
150,000 young men. 

The Association has been formed in 150 col- 
leges, 20 academies and 10 normal schools, 
190 in all, leaving over 800 more institutions 
to reach.

THE DAY OF PRAYER FOR COLLEGES. 
The attention of the Associations is called to 

the fact that the last Thursday of this month, 

January 29th, is observed by several leading 

denominations as a day of prayer for students,

Special meetings for prayer will be 
throughout the country. 
leges which observe this day is increasing. 
A large number suspend recitations and de- 
vote the day to prayer. 

The following suggestions are offered to the 
Associations in the hope that they may prove 
helpful in arrangements made for the observ- 
ance of the day, where the college faculty haS 
not already provided for it, and even where a 
programme has been made it may not be so 
full as to interfere with some one of the fol- 
lowing meetings : 

Early in the day hold a meeting for prayer 
and consecration, preparatory to the work of 
the day. 

Follow this with individual work among 
the unconverted. Let every man speak to 
some one, and urge him to decide for Christ. 
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Hold a general meeting of all students, at 
which an earnest gospel appeal shall be made 
by some one specially qualified for this ser- 
vice. Follow this with an inquiry meeting. 

Some time during the day hold a meeting in 
which prayer shall be offered for the conse- 
cration of some of your number to the work of 
foreign missions. There are students among 
you who would go to the foreign field as 
preachers, teachers or physicians, if led to 
prayerfully consider the matter. 

Such an observance of the day will inaugu- 
rate influences in your college which will re- 
sult in great personal blessing to all.

PAMPHLETS ON THE COLLEGE WORK. 


The college secretary has just prepared two 
pamphlets, the first entitled ‘An Outline of 
the Work of College Associations,” the 
second ‘‘ The Inter-Collegiate Young Men’s 
Christian Association Movement.” The first 


describes the work of College Associations, 
the second discusses the origin, purpose, 


plans, results and outlook of the inter-colle- 
giate work. 

It is impossible to rely solely upon corre- 
spondence in the conduct of the inter-collegi- 
ate work, for the necessary correspondence 
would require every moment of the secretary’s 
time. So publication must be utilized upon a 
larger scale, and it is hoped that the Associa- 
tions will avail themselves of the present 
effort in this direction. 

The pamphlet outlining the work of a Col- 
lege Association is divided into ten brief chap- 
ters, entitled as follows : 

Name and Object ; Membership ; Organiza- 
tion ; Officers ; Departments of Work and 
Duties of Committees; Business Meetings, 
Social Receptions, Anniversaries, Commence- 
ment Reunions ; Days of prayer ; 
tion Room ;

Special Religious Work ; New 
Converts ; the Relation of College Students to 
Christian Work for Young Men. 

The second pamphlet treats of the move. 
ment historically, traces its development out 
of the former era of Christian work in col- 
leges, when every college worked with a 
society bearing an exclusive name, and sus- 
tained no outside relations to the present era, 
when the colleges work with a common name 
and stimulate one another in a common work. 

It discusses the need of the several depart- 
ments of work carried on by the College Asso- 
ciations, shows some of the results, and points 
out the possibilities of such a work. 





Both pamphlets are simply extended printed 
letters to students. A nominal price, cover- 
ing the expense of printing, is charged for the 
pamphlets, two cents a copy for the first, one 
cent a copy for the other. The Associations 
should order them in packages, and place one 
of each kind in the hands of every student in 
the colleges. The information they contain is 
the very thing needed to remove the indiffer- 
ence which keeps many students from joining 
the Association.

MEDICAL STUDENTS’ MISSIONARY 
CONFERENCE. 

The first meeting of the kind in New York 
city was held Sunday afternoon, Dec. 14, in 
the parlor of the Association. Arrangements 
for it had been carefully made by the General 
Secretary and Medical Students’ Committee. 
Over one hundred students assembled at 
2:30 and remaimed until 5 o’clock, during 
which time the following program was carried 
out: 

An address by Dr. Roosa, on the import- 
ance of physicians being Christian men, after 
which Rev. K. F. Junor, formerly Medica 
Missionary in Formosa, and now taking a 
course at Bellevue in a preparation for more 
efficient missionary work in that country, ad- 
dressed the meeting on the claims of medical 
missions. Rev. B. C. Henry, one of the 
members of the board of management of the 
Presbyterian Hospital, in Canton, gave a very 
interesting and stirring address, describing 
the power of the Medical Missionary in China. 
Rev. M. Y. Bovard, formerly a missionary in 
Africa, and Rey. D. Rapolje from Amoy, 
China, also bore similar testimony. Dr. B. 
C. Atterbury, Medical Missionary at Pekin, 
and for some time in charge of the hospital at 
Tientsin, spoke of his work, and answe ed a 
number of questions put by the students. A 
brief consecration meeting led by the College 
Secretary closed the conference. 

Similar conferences are to be held in other 
cities as soon as the Associations will take 
hold of the matter. The College Secretary 
will be glad to correspond with any general 
secretary who desires to do so. Just now 
very earnest call is coming for Medical Mis- 
It will not suffice to write articles 
in papers and magazines upon this subject. 
The medical students must be addressed in 
person. Their interest must be aroused by 
informing them of the needs of the field and 
by stirring their Christian sympathies. No

THE COLLEGE VACATION TICKET. 
Cc, K. OBER. 


The aim of the College Vacation Ticket is 
to strengthen the bond of fellowship between 
the College and local Associations. The bear- 
ing of a common name will not do this. The 
writer was for nearly four years a member of 
a College Association without visiting a single 
local Association, or in any way realizing that 
he was entitled to a peculiar fellowship with 
Association men. As far as bringing him into 
sympathy with the great body of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association is concerned, the 
College Association was no more to him than 
the college prayer-meeting. 

Now, college men are not only living in the 
world but they are a part of it. Their isola- 
tion from business and professional life is 
only temporary. In our future pursuits, what- 
ever they may be, we must deal with men as 
they are. Hence it is important that we, as 
Christian students, carry along in connection 
with our studies a familiarity and a sympathy 
with the spirit and method of practical Chris- 
tian work. 

How can we do this? The first step has 
already been taken in our assuming the name 
and becoming a part of this great organization. 
But shall we stop here? If so, our union with 
it will be merely nominal, existing only on 
paper. Evidently we must take a step farther 
and clasp hands in Christian fellowship with 
this great body of Christian workers ; and it 
is to facilitate this step that the College Vaca- 
tion Ticket is provided. This ticket will be 
issued by the International Committee to all 
young men connected with the College Assv- 
ciations who desire it. 

The possession of the ticket will entitle the 
holder to the privileges of any city or town 
Association he may visit during the vacations 
of his college course. These privileges vary 
in different Associations but in general they 
include the use of the library, reading-room, 
parlor and gymnasium, admission to lectures, 
medical talks, musical entertainments and 
social and religious gatherings, and the fel- 
lowship of the best class of young men in the 
community. 

The only fear concerning the arrangement 
is that college men will think it too good to 














be true, and suspect that some unknown 
equivalent will be expected from them in re- 
turn for these privileges. 

We wish to state frankly that there is an 
object in view, and that object is the one al- 
ready mentioned, namely, the bringing of these 
two branches of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association work into closer sympathy with 
and a better understanding of each other. 

We hope that every College Association 
man will avail himself of these privileges 
which are most cordially offered by the local 
Associations, and so gain a better acquaint- 
ance with the work which they are doing for 
young men.
